On  Friday  evening,  J^y  22no  at  about  8:46  p.in.,  iOy  wife  and 
thirteen  year  olu  daui^hter.  In  compaxiy  .#lth  a youn^  raan,  were 
walking  on  a country  road  inunedlately  in  the  roar  of  our  hoioe 
on  tiie  outskirts  of  Feet:skili,  ‘^e?/  York.  They  saw  two  fly.ng 
discs.  X aid  not  see  them  myself,  but  nave  been  watching  with 
n\y  caiaera  in  nana,  hoping  taey  might  appear  again.  I called 
each  one  imivia oaily  into  a room  and  asked  txiom  to  uescrioe 
what  tney  saw.  c>acn  one  seemed  to  have  seen  exactly  the  same 
thing. 

On  the  ground  it  was  not  (luite  dark  but  tnei'e  were  no  stars  vis* 
ible  In  tht:  sky  as  yet.  However,  the  sun  had  set  oeyond  the 
horizon.  Ti^re  was  no  red  sun-set  in  the  sky.  •‘•he  sky  was 
blue  with  a few  scattered  ciouus.  These  oojects  came  whirling 
out  of  the  soutxieast  ana  traveled  northwest,  ooth  discs  followed 
one  anoo..er  in  exactly  the  same  track  across  tne  sky.  The  t;xree 
wno  saw  tnem  were  looking  in  a souLneriy  uirectlon.  They  des- 
cribed tnem  as  follows: 

The  discs  appeared  to  them  to  be  slightly  larger  tuan  a full  moon. 
They  were  pure  white  au\d  gave  tae  appearaiice  of  having  concaved 
depth.  They  were  whirling,  or  spinning,  in  tne  same  direct. on 
in  which  they  were  traveling,  and  at  a terrific  speed  as  if  being 
rolled  across  trie  sxy.  The  discs  being  snow  wnite  stood  out 
against  a very  blue  sky.  The  outer-ruunued  edge  seemed  solid 
but  not  sharp,  aue  to  the  whirling  motion.  The  first  disc  seeued 
to  have  a bluish  snadow  in  the  center  or  was  transparent,  but  tne 
second  one  was  solid  white.  They  sped  across  tne  sky  and  dis- 
appeared behind  a white  cloud.  Tne  folks  waited  to  see  tnem  come 
out  of  the  cloud  oaiuc  out  they  did  not  reappear,  iilither  tney 
dissolved  In  the  cloud,  or  turned  in  such  a direction  tnat  they 
were  obscured  by  txie  cloua.  They  had  a rather  eerie  and  awesome 
effect  on  the  three  wno  witnessed  tne  spectacle. 

Tne  young  the  son  of  our  Minister, 

Reverend  Krne  st^^Jeumannoffortcrje  ster,  Hew  York,  and  is  a 
concert  pianist  of  considerable  reputation.  \^hen  you  know  him, 

X you  would  not  douot  his  veracity.  He  was  the  first  to  see  them 
and  he  attracted  the  attention  of  my  wife  and  daughter.  Most 
certainly,  my  wife  and  thirteen  year  old  dau^^hter  would  ^xave  no 
reasoxi  to  prevaricate.  All  tlirce  were  out  walking  a now  dog 
which  we  recently  purchased  for  our  uaughter.

willing  to  give  an  oath  to  vmat  tiiey  saw. 

Another  strange  tning  that  has  happened:  L.  N.  A.,  our  local 

radio  station,  is  located  on  tiie  hill  opposite  to  wnere  our  homo 
is  located.  They  leave  cxie  air  at  3:00  p.jn,  every  evonin,,.  *i.at 
is  about  45  minutes  oefore  tixe  discs  were  seen.  Tho  cloud  into 
which  they  disappeared  was  almost  aoove  txxe  station's  antenna. 

The  station  has  not  been  fimctioning  properly.  However,  it  was 
supposed  to  be  OK  on  Saturday  morning  following  tne  appearance  of 
the  dxscs. 

Yesterday,  X had  two  proi^roxas  on  W.  L.  I'l.  a..  Ordiimrily  the 
station  is  wonaerful;  but  Sunday  3omethj.ng  was  the  matter  and 
the  trouble  could  not  be  located.  This  morning  (Monday),  they 
still  have  not  located  txie  dii'ficulty.  One  of  my  broadcasts  was 
transcribed  on  a ^ush  tape.  We  made  the  recording  Friday  after- 
noon and  wnen  we  iiomediately  played  it  oack,  it  was  perfectly  all 
right.  But  when  it  went  on  the  Air  Sunday  , it  was  distorted. 
Later,  at  6:45  p.m.  (Sunaay),  1 had  tne 

Air  In  a personal  studio  appearance.  Again  tne  reproauction  was 
bad  on  o\ir  home  radio;  according  to  those  who  were  listenin'^. 

At  the  station,  I had  asked  the  engineer  to  make  a tape  of  our 
broadcast  and  we  played  it  back  afterwax*as  ana  it  was  also  badly 
distorted. 

My  thought  in  telling  you  this;  could  it  be  possible  that  tnese 
discs  were  electrical  phenomenon  of  some  sort  tuat  has  xaagiietized 
the  station's  equipment  and  tapes,  or  is  it  some  sort  of  atonic 
energy  that  is  loose  and  loading  things  with  radio  active  waves, 
or  sometxiing  designed  to  block  radar?  This  is  Just  a wild  guess. 
If  this  same  pattern  has  ha.pened  elsewhere,  tiien  it  might  aud  up 
to  something*
